Four new freighters of the Italian LOCHI class in the 3 May shipyard 
in Rijeka. These vessela are allegedly being built according to 
plans recovered from an Italian hydroplane sunk in the harbor of 
Rijeks during World War Ti. The freighters will have a gross tomage 
of about 8,000 tons, and a speed of 1) nautical miles. 


c. A new passenger-freighter of the MAKEDONIJA class, the CRNA GORA, in 
the Vicko Kratulovic shipyard in Split. The vessel will have a gross 
oe of about 9,000 tons, and a speed of approximately 15 nautical 
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A former Italian commercial vessel of the LOCHI class was raised near 
Dubrownik and is being repaired in the Vicko Krstwlovic shipyard in Split. 
it will be commissioned in the near futures. Also being repaired in we 
shipyard is the former Rumanian passenger-freighter, the SS BALCIK, 

sunk in the Adriatic during World War II. It will be comssioned. in tie 
near future and will be named the SRIJEM, 


The German naval vessel, the RAMB III, was raised near Rijeka and is being 
repaired in the Pulj shipyards. Formerly utilized by the Germans as a 
minelayer it will also be comuissioned aa such with the Yugoslav Navy. 
Another German naval vessel, the CARLO VI, was raised and repaired in the 
brad shipyard in Rijeka. It was commissioned with the Yugoslav Navy in 


There are 15 minesw 6 in the Yugoslav Navy, all wooden-mulied. These 
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Three Italian patrol craft, received as reparations from Italy in 19l9, - 
have been repaired in the 3 May shipyard and are ready to be complssioned. 
They have been tested up to speeds of 30 nautical miles per hours. 
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6 Officers and machinists for the Yugoslav Merchant Marine are trained 
in technical schools located at Rijeka, Dubrovnik and Kotor. The 
technical schools previously located at Bakar and Losinj have been 
discontimed, 
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
